Waterfront Conditions 


* The Navy Department announces that it 
is beginning an inquiry into the burning of 
the Normandie. If this inquiry is to be suc- 
cessful and a help to the war effort,’ those 
officers who may be found responsible for the 
disaster should be removed, punished and re- 
placed from the ranks of patriotically alert 
men who form the bulk of the officers corps. 

While the Navy is ifvestigating the Nor- 
mandie, President Roosevelt has instructed 
the Department of Justice to survey condi- 
tions in every American harbor. This is a 
timely move and will be considerably facili- 
tated if the government will cooperate with 
the waterfront unions, abolish the shape-up 
that exists here on the East Coast and help 
inaugurate union patrols. 

The longshoremen on the West Coast, 
under the leadership of Harry Bridges, long 
ago won far better working conditians than 
the East Coast union. These same improved 
conditions, including union-hall hiring, are 
now being used by the West Coast workers 
to help prevent sabotage and promote the 
war effort. 


The Mayor aalis in 
The Wrong Direction 


° By now it is a matter of record that 
some of our largest defense firms have fol- 
lowed a consistent policy of discrimination 
against certain groups of workers, particu- 
larly Negroes. From. President Roosevelt 
down, public officials and other agencies 
have appealed against it. 

In the recent hearings before the Fed- 
eral Employment Practice Committee, manu- 
facturer after manufacturer was branded for 
discriminatory practices. Chapter and verse 
were cited. 

It came with a particular shock, there- 
fore, that Mayor LaGuardia in his speech 
should suddenly shift the onus for job dis- 


_crimination to organized labor. 


The Mayor did no service to the war 
effort and the struggle for fair employment 
practices—an integral part of the war effort 
—by placing the question as he did. It is 
not the trade union movement which is basi- 
cally at fault, although there are a number 
of AFL craft unions who still have lily-white 
clauses in their constitutions—or follow Jim- 
Crow practices. Fundamentally, it is the 
large employers—Curtiss-Wright, Brewster, 
Fairchild, Sperry Gyroscope, to hame but a 
few, who are the chief practitioners of Jim- 
Crow. 

Had the Mayor stopped to examine the 
facts closely he would have found that‘ there 
is not a single CIO union—and the CIO forms 
the bulk of the organized workers in the 
war industries — which condones Jim-Crow 
practices. On the contrary, the history of 
the CIO is rich with struggle for equal rights 
for the Negro workers. 

In fact, a beginning has been made in 
combatting the shameful discrimination 
existing in certain AFL unions—as witness 
the admission of Negroes into the Los An- 
geles Machinists Union at the instigation of 
the local itself. 

The fight for fair employment practices 
must go on until it is won and every energy 


of the American people is harnessed to the » 


supreme task of defeating the Axis. But this 
fight cannot be won unless the attention of 
the people is centered on the real source of 
discrimination: the minority of large employ- 
ers who consciously foster the policy of dis- 
crimination.

German Flier Lands Behind Soviet Lines, 
Begs Chance to Turn His Guns on Nazis 


MOSCOW, Feb. 17.—Four days ago a Nazi plane landed in the Lozovenki district and its pilot stepped out with 


the declaration that “I want to take part in the war against Hitler in the ranks of Soviet aircraft.” 


He said he is convinced that the Nazis are fighting a predatory “robber War” and that he was horrified ‘when 


® Many thousands of Workers in key indus- 
tries are jobless. They are the victims of 
the conversion of large plants to war produc- 
tion. Their plight has been made doubly 
worse by the planlessness and delays which 
the “business as usual” outfit has brought 
into the whole conversion effort. The fami- 
lies of these workers are suffering, and the 
morale of the country is not aided by these 
unjustified hardships. 


At the instance of the President; a meas- 
ure has been introduced in Congress which 
would provide $300,000,000 to compensate 
these jobless and their families during the 
period of enforced idleness. 

The friends of “the business as usual” 
crowd are preparing to knife this measure. 
On Sunday the New York Times opened up 
the hue and cry for its defeat, in a special 
article by one of its Washington representa- 
tives. With the same trumped-up clap-trap 
as was successful in injuring Civilian De- 
fense, the Times hits upon the charge that 
payment of compensation to the jobless 
workers by the Federal government is “an- 


other sociological move.” 


This straining to make compensation for 
enforced idleness look bizarre, with this talk 
of “sociological,” is a follow-up to that car- 
nival of ignorant ribaldry which swept the 
floor of Congress over civilian defense. It 
smacks of the same shoddy arguments heard 
against the institution of unemployment in- 
surance, the WPA and other measures help- 
ful to the nation, back in the New Deal days. 
It flows from the same anti-people’s camp. 

Last week, in the midst of the war, two 
groups of Congressmen did their utmost to

make a mockery of the nation’s civilian de- 
fense. These groups were those who are 
totally against the war effort, of the Quisling 
school, and those who profess to be for the 
war effort but who wish to take advantage 
of it to beat down the standards of the peo- 
ple. 

They talked about Donald Duck and a 
dancer, but what they were aiming at was 
the injury to civilian defense in its func- 
tion of keeping up the people’s morale. They 
got away with their exhibition of borish- 
ness, because labor did not come forward 
vigorously to oppose them. Had that been 
done, the American people would have made 
these Congressmen walk the chalk, for the 
people’s welfare. 

Now these same Congressmen — who 
have voted themselves fat pensions—raise 
the equally asinine talk of “another socio- 
logical move” to beat down compensation 
to workers who are out of work through 
the fault largely of the “business as usual” 
outfit. These Congressmen will get away 
with this stab at national welfare, likewise, 
unless labor takes the bit in its teeth and 
makes them come to time. 

We urge that every labor union, with- 
out a moment’s delay, tell the Congress in 
strong terms to pass the bill favored by 
President Roosevelt, appropriating $300,- 
000,000 for war unemployment compensa- 
tion, to be administered by the Federal So- 
cial Security Administration. President 
Philip Murray of the CIO and President 
William Green of the AFL have given a 
good lead to labor by their stand for the 
President’s proposal.

HIS STATEMENT 

Upon landing, the lieutenant made the 
following verbal declaration, which is pub- 
lished in all Soviet papers today: 

My 
plane is in excellent condition; I did not land 
because of motor trouble, nor did I make a 
forced landing.. 

“I passed over to the side of Soviet troops 
intentionally and I want to take part in the 
war against Hitler in the ranks of Soviet air- 
craft. 

“I know that you do not belive me, but I 
am prepared to give any proof demanded of 
me to convince you of my loyalty. 

“T was persecuted by my chief. After ap- 
praising him and the German officers sur- 
rounding him, I convinced myself that the 
German army is under the command of people 
unworthy of its enemy. 

“I convinced myself of the fact that Hit- 
ler is waging a war for predatory interests, 
applying methods of warfare unprecedented 
in their cruelty and brutality. 


TELLS OF ATROCITIES 

“IT know that war prisoners were tortured 
and killed, that Jews were shot down en 
masse. 

“In Kharkov I myself saw persons hanged 
from the gratings of balconies of tall build- 
ings in the center of the city, 

“In Taganrog German soldiers beat up 
peaceful inhabitants in broad daylight. 

“T was greatly impressed by the fact that 
the Russian people whom I have met in 
Taganrog, Mariupol, Kharkov and here are 
absolutely confident of the final victory of 
Russian arms.
